5. A method of entertaining an animal, said method comprising 
the steps of:

6. A method, as claimed in claim 5, wherein said inserting step 
includes the step of: 

frictionally attaching the first and second edible pet treats 
within the recesses. 

7. A method, as claimed in claim 5, wherein said inserting step 
includes the step of: 

attaching the first and second edible pet treats within the 
recesses by adhesion.

9. A method, as claimed in claim 5, including the further step

10. A pet toy product which includes one or more edible treats to 
induce an animal to play with said pet toy product, said pet toy product

17. A pet toy pn6duct for resiliently holding one or more edible 
treats to induce an animal to play with said pet toy product, said pet toy 
product comprising:

member further haVin^a^sme waLLofa substantially uniform thickness, and 
a plurality of recesses formed in said side wall of varying depths, wherein 
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the edible treats are placed in said recesses, and said recesses resiliently 
hold the edible trestts therein when said treats are of a size which are larger 
than said recessed 
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
